Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 

presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 

about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 

is not in the English language: 

Chinese Patent Application No. 251 1607 Y, published September 18, 2002, discloses: 
This utility model which is a heating device of a plastically laminating apparatus, includes a 
heating roller. It is characterized in that the heating roller includes a shaft, an inner insulating 
layer, an electro-thermal wire an outer insulating layer, a conductive sleeve member, an 
insulating sleeve member and conductive spring. The shaft is enclosed with the inner insulating 
layer. The helix electro-thermal wire is wound on the surface of the inner insulating layer. Two 
opposite ends of the shaft exposed from the inner insulating layer are wrapped with two 
insulating sleeves, respectively. A conductive sleeve covers a part of the insulating sleeve and 
one end of the inner insulating layer, while another part of the insulating sleeve is exposed form 
the conductive sleeve. Further, securing pins are used to fix two ends of the electro-thermal wire 
onto two conductive sleeves, respectively. On the outer end of each insulating sleeve, a 
conductive spring is sleeved. The outer insulating layer is integrally formed to enclose the 
conductive spring and the inner insulating layer and incorporated thereto a power supply. When 
assembled, two ends of the heating roller having sleeved thereon conductive springs are inserted 
to sustain against the power supply with the shaft thereof penetrating through the insulating seat 
of the power supply and positioned with a C-shaped switch for improving the heating 
performance.
